Mr. Ooxey's march to Washington, D. O,
hiss been the subject of moch Eagmentsry
newspsper publicstion and discassion. In
arder 10 give its readers a clear understand-
ing of the objects and methods of the oom-
monwesl, the Omemercia! Gazelle sent s stall
correspondent to Massillon to investigate,
Mr. Coxey desires Congress to pass two bills,
one aatborizing non-inlerest bearing loans
to sisles territories, counties, lownships,
municipalities and incorporsted lowns or
villages, and the other for tbe bullding of
rosds by the Goverument. The fmt bill
provides that any of the corporations men-
tiened may borrow for the purpose of mak-
ing public improvements & sum or sums Dot
exceeding ove-balf the assessed value of the
real estate. The money ix10 be issued in
the form of §1, $2, §5, $10 and $20 tressury
notes, which shall be full legal tender for
all debts, public and grivate. The Govern-
ment is to retain | per cent. for the expense
of engraving and printing. The loan is to
e repaid in tweniy-five aungal instaliments
of 4 per cent. each.

Mr. Cozey submits the fellowing us an
instance of the working of his bood issue
messure: If Mayor McKenna had signesd
the bond issue for $5.000,000 the city would
have had 1o pay $240,000 a year interest for
thirty years, and snonally during the same
period put aside in tbesinking fund $200,000
a year, making the tolal cost of the $5,000,-
o bond issoe $13,200 000, By Mr. Coxey's
method Pittsburg would receive from the
Government $5,640,000, for which it wouid
pay $6,000,00 o iweniy-five snnual in-
stallments of §240000 pach, The difference
in coei would be still larger with communi-
ties without (he high financial standing of
Plitsburg, who wonld have to pay & higher
rate of interest.

New Yous, March 15—By the print of
lis thumb on & wazx seal, Ass G. Gurney,
cashier of the money crder division of the
American Express Agency, st New (rleans,
as been proven guilty of the thefi of £,
last Octoder. The story of the marvelons,
painstaking investigations of Expert David
N Carvalbo, of this city, is one of the most
extrmordinary in the snosls of modern
criminology.

The express package in question, contain-
ing $50,000, left New York October 13 It
reached New Orleans the evening of October
14. Gurney, in bis official capacily, lore
open the envelope in the presence of another
oficer of the company, openad the mfe,
glanced st the contents, and remarked :
* This package s in——bad order.” He
iocked up the envelope in theoffice safe. He
was lefl alone io the oflice ; arrived Lhere
late the following morning, and when the
money was counted the loss was discoversd.
Then began & loug, searching investigation
by the express company officials, Everyone
who had had anything to do with the safe
on the run between the two cities was huul-
edup and rigidly cross-examined, The re
salt was nothing.

In despair the officials called npon Mr.
Calvalho, an expert in handwriting, lo solve
the mystery, which a bonde of detectives
had fuiled 10 do. He directed all Lis atten-
tion upon Lhe envelope containing the safe
key, and which had evidently been opened
and resealed by the thiel. Upon the mid-
dle seal was found the faint impress of a
thumb nail.

Here was what proved the vital clueona
hitherto untried line. The expert oblained,
without revealing his purpose, & wazx im-
press of (hethumb nail of esch express offi-
cial who handled the esvelopeon the event-
ful trip. These wereenlarged by photo-
wraphing, and then compared wilh that on
the envelopeseal. One and only une corre-
sponded ontirely with it. That was the
impress of the thumb neil of Asa G. Gar-
ney.

This was apparently proof enough, but
others were multiplied from it. In four
distinct ways the robbery was fixed vpon
Gurney from this envelope, with s wax
seals, and Lthe conviction of the thief, who
wes hitherto one of the company’s most
trusted employes, is 8 foregone couclusion,

Ellsworth's Avenger Dead.

Wasmxarow, D. C., March 15 —Cspiain
Frank E. Brownell, who was made famons
as the avenger of Colonel Elmer Ellswortl,
of Ellsworth's Zouaves, at the Marshal
House, Alexandiis, Va ,on the 2ith of May,
1561, died in this city to-day. He 100k a cald
some weeks sgo and gradoally miled uotil
death occurred.

Caplain Brownell was & native of Troy,
N. Y., and hes been a clerk in the Pension
Office for 10 or 12 years. The interment
will be at S8t Louis, the home of Mrs, Drow-
oeil. The dramaric story of Brownell's act
created intense excitement in the early days
of the wer.

Colonel Ellsworth, with his command
landed in Alesandria en route sotth oo the,
morning of May 24, 1861, and while march-
ing through the city his eye was attraoted by
a Confederaie tlag which was displayal over
the Marvhall House. Colonel Eilswort b di-
rected u file of soldiers to accompany bim,
and, entering the bouse, be procseded to the
roof, where the colors were soon lowered.
As be was coming downstsirs, the proprie
tor of the Hoose, Mr. Jackson, came oot
from his beiroom and shot Colonel Ells-
worth dead. Immadialely Captain Brown-
ell shot and killed Jacksou.

Captain Brownells desd was mcognized
by Congress, which voted him a medal of
honor. Heseryed ss Asistant Provost Mar-
shal snd Mustering Ofticer in St. Louis in
1864, and three years later he mustered outl
in Kansas the inst regiment of volunteors,
in December, 1557,

A Penn- yivania Lynching.
Sreovessrss, Pa.. March 15.—Richard
Puryear, the colored murderer, escaped fromn
the county prison bere Lhis morning sbout
7 o'clock. He got out by svesking behind
BhesiT Kre aze whi'e that official was look-
ing afier some detsils of the prisoners’
breakfust, jumping through the corridor
door, quickly boiting it and thus making the
sheriff a prisoner. The negro then walked
rapidly through the outer corridor. The
sheriff's wife recognized bim and resliziug
that something was wrong aod that the ne-
gro had perhaps worsted her husband, she
rashed into the hall and hesrd the sheriff
calling for aid. Bhe quickiy released him,
bat the murderer had got & good start acd
was out of sight.

Puryear was alsoseen by the court house
janitor, William Van Guider, who tried to
captare hity, but the negro was too fleet of
fool. The janitor gave chase and was joined
by other citizens.,

CAPTURED BY A XEGEO.

As the negro peared Palmer's slanghter
hoase, Benjamin Barns, another negro, maw
the condition of things and mshed at once
through the mill raee to the island belong-
ing to Palmer, seeing -that Puryear was
heading that wsy. Burns ran across the
island, resching the Pocono creek junction
almost st the instant the escaping marderer
did. Here Puryear wavered for a moment
and then plunged into the stresm snd swam
werom it. He was almost exhausted, but
renched the opposite side safely and hid in
some busbes. Here Bumms, who i= a large,
powerful man, captared Paryear and com-
pelled him to wade back through the creek
to the island. The erowd of pursuers had
now resched the {sland, almost exhsusied
from thelr run of over & mile. BSome one
eried out “lynch the nigger,” and while a
wordy warfare was on beiween Constable
Meyers who demanded the prisoner, and the
crowd, a rope was secared from the slaught-
er bouse and in a jiffy it was around Par-
years neck. He was rushed up agaionst a
white oak tree, the rope thrown over s limb
about & dozen fuet from the ground, & score
of hands gave a willing tug 1o the line and
the wretch was quickly jerked off his feet,
clutehing uoavatlegly at the tghiening
rope. The rope was made tant 1o another
tree and the murdecer lefl banging.
